floor by privileged persons.

JLynch was compelled to interrupt 
him and call for ftrder, and direct the 
sergeant at arms to see that it was 
secured. 


Spencer then resumed, announcing 
that he .desired to place a widely.

Senatorship. "The man," he said, 
"had come to this coast from the East 
at an early age and at once made his 
way to the?mines/ In aland where- 
it is every man's privilege to climb

The bright sunshine' this morning 


caused a large number of people to 
appear upow the streets and enjoy its 
genial rays.

passenger rates from this city 
eastward are to be elevated in com­ 
mon with the recently announced in­ 
crease in freight rates. 


At the beginning of the World's 
Fair a special rate was fixed by the 
various, transcontinental lines of $57 
from this city to Chicago.

done by using a basing rate of $44 50 
to the Missouri River, while the sell­ 
ing rate for a continuous trip to the 
river only was $50. It was when a 
passenger desired to go beyond the 
river only that the basing rate' was 
used.

Those single-trip rates have now 
been removed, and the .information 
comes from Chicago that it is also 
proposed to discontinue the basing 
rate, which would have the effect of 
making the rate to Chicago $62 50 
and to St Louis $57 50.
